Lord .Kitchener’s statement that 
Great Britain has a million and a 
quarter soldiers in training in the 
British Isles shows one of the weighty 
reasons for the defensive attitude 
adopted by the Allies in France. 
Neither soldiers nor guns can be made 
in a month. From three to six months 
are needed to get the recruit into 
shape, while an even longer: time is 
required to manufacture guns and 
ordnance stores that must be sup- 
plied in such large quantities, 

Great Britain has now sent to 
France: practically all of her regular 
army from all over the world, except 
bone Ron copeten in Asia and Egypt. Her

quently the Allies are well content to 
hole the Germans. on ‘their présent line 
in France until the time when haif 
a million British and an equal num- 
ber of French reinforcements can be 
sent to the front. 

This accession of strength might 
prove a deciding factor-in the Allies’ 
plan of: operations.

BOSPORUS FORTS SHELLED

British “‘White Paper” Says Grand 
Vizier Seemed to Desire Peace. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—The diplomatic 
correspondence from the British Embassy 
at Constantinople relating to the events 
leading to the war with Turkey was is- 
sued tonight in tne form of a “ White 
Paper.” 

The correspondence, which begins~on 
Aug. 3 and closes Nov. 4,. portrays the 
Grand Vizier as ostensibly striving to. 
maintain the neutrality of Turkey, but 
proving. no match for his War Minister, 
Enver Pasha, who, “backed by Germany, 
was determined.to force Turkey into a 
war against the Allies.” 

The detention by the British Govern- 
ment of the two battleships building for 
Turkey in England provided Turkey at 
the. outset, according to the “ White 
Paper,” with a grievance, but this soon 
assumed minor importance compared 
with the affair of the cruisers Goeben 
and Breslau, with their German crews. 

The Grand Vizier, according to a dis- 
patch from.the British Embassy at Con- 
stantinople dated chy 3h, a@mitted that 
Germany was doing her utmost to com- 
promise the Turkish Government, ae 
gave solemn agsurance that Turkey’ 
neutrality would ‘be maintained. T s 
assurance waa frequently repeated, and 
so impressed the British Ambassador, 
Sir Louis Mallet, that he wrote to Sir 
Edward Grey, the Foreign Secretary 
that he was convinced of the Grand 
Vizier’s absolute sincerity. 

The Grand Vizier pleaded for more 
time in which to get rid of the German 
crews of the Goeben and Breslau. and 
explained that. the mobilization of Tur- 
key was due to eraser: to avold be- 
ing surprised? by Bulgaria. But as 
stated in’ another dispatch from the 
Ambassador, Enver. Pasha had got ‘‘en- 
tirely out of hand,” and, continued the 
Ambassador, “I gather that: he alone 
is responsible for = e prevent situation:"’

SELL STAMPS TO AID JEWS. 


Central Relief Committee Hopes to 
Get a Large Sum in This Way. 


The Central Committee for the relief 
of Jews who are in need because of 
the war.in Europe ia \issuing self-taxa- 
tion stamps to storekeepers and others 
who sell them to their customers and 
uze them on business letters.

PREDICT TRIUMPH IN WAR 


Urge Acceptance of the Inevitable— 
Belgians Reject Overtures and 
Maintain Cold Hostility.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 10, (Dispatch to 
The London GStandard.)—The friendly 
attitude of German Socialists toward 
the Kaiser's aggressive war policy is 
being revealed more and more as time 
goes on. It already is known -that tho 
German Socialists conveyed their Gov- 
ernment’s peace overtures to France. 
and now I am in a position to give you 
more particulars of their warlike ac- 
tivity. 

Four leaders of the German Soctalist 
Party recently have been in Belgium to 
try to persuade the Belgium Sociahst 
leaders to entice Belgian workingmen to 
settle down quietly and with content- 
ment under German occupation. The 
German Socialiste did their utmost to 
convince leaders of the Belgian labor 
movement with whom they conversed 
that it would be more advantageous for 
Belgian workingmen to accept German 
occupation and live’ their normal lives 
than to continue to offer any latent op- 
position. They assured their Belgian 
compatriots that the war was extremely 
popular among all classés of the popu- 
lation of Germany owing to “ the un- 
just. aggression of Germany's enemies ” 
and to the horror inspired by the 
thought that “‘ Wberal-minded and cul- 
tured Germany could fall under the 
savage yoke of barbarous Russia.” In 
any case, they added, the war now was 
well under way. and nothing could pre-. 
vent it from ending in a complete tri- 
umph for Germany, 

Therefore, the sooner the Belgian la- 
boring classes accepted the inevitable 
the better it would be for them. France, 
said the German Socialists, could. do 
nothing to help, and as for England, her 
army did not count as a Continental 
factor. They admitted that in regard 
to the British fleet it was different, but 
even the British Navy could not and 
never. would prevent Germany from get- 
ting all the supplies which she needed, 
Besides, concluded the Socialist emis- 
saries of Germany, England was so stu- 
pidly scrupulous in respect to the. rights 
of neutrals that Germany could bring 
in abundance of all she wanted under 
England’s nose.

Italy Unwilling.te Stop Copper in 
Transit Across Her Territory —

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10,—The British 
Government showed today that it did 
not intend to take any chances in the 
way of permitting copper, whieh has 
been declared absolute contraband, 
reaching German or Austrian territory. 

Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, the British. Am- 
bassador, after a conference at the State 
Department: today made the following 
statement: 

“The Italian Government has prohib- 
ited the export of copper from Italy but 
not the transit of copper through Italy 
to a foreign country. Copper consigned 
to Italy for Italian use will not be sub- 
ject to seigure, but copper which is con- 
signed to a belligerent country or to 
order will be suspect, Arrangements are 
being made: for the transit of copper to 
Switzerland for the use of that country 
on the guarantee of the proper authori- 
ties."’ 

A formal statement on the subject fur- 
nished to the press by Secretary Bryan 
was as follows: 

“The British Ambassador today in- 
formed the State Department that he 
had been advised by his Government 
that Italy prohibite the expert of copper.
